paints a gloomy, and we think on the whole 


a perfectly true'portrait of the state of Europe. 
The last year has seen the "great 
powers" 


steadily on the down grade, with economic and 
social disruption close on their heels, and fiscal 
disaster just ahead. Greater dangers threaten 
in 1923. And yet, having envisaged this fear- 
ful picture, Mr. Simonds tranquilly relates that 
France will not abate a jot or tittle of 
her 


power to force Germany even in the face of a 
universally accepted conclusion that Germany 
cannot possibly pay the reparations demanded 
of her. Mr. Simonds has in the past well and 
truly presented the French point of view in the 
United States, but it seems incredible that this 
should be a proper impression of French policy 
and statesmanship. 
One cannot, conceive that, 


France would deliberately hurl Europe into the 
;:byss—herself going clown with it—in order to 
maintain exactly the hold on the whip which 
was given her by the treaty 
of 
Versailles. 


Either French statesmen are incredibly fool- 
ish or Mr. Simonds misconceives their attitude. 
France has ever had the name of being real- 
istic and clear of head. And this is little short 
of idiocy. 


It is no doubt true, as Mr. Simonds says, 


that France has put herself in such a position 
that she faces financial disaster unless Ger- 
many pays. 
But in the same breath he indi- 


cates that the French have no notion of giving 
up the very expensive- devices by which they 
maintain ihi-ir threat against Germany; that 
they will cling to them to have some guarantee 
of recompense from the defeated enemy. But 
what recompense can be had from Germany so 
long as most of what she can scrape up goes to 
]>ay the expenses of military occupation? And 
Avhat can France do to save herself so long as 
all that Germany pays and a great deal more 
beside goes to pay for the biggest army in the 
world, for defiant ignoring of the naval dis- 
armament treaty, and such unproductive, dan- 
gerous activities? If France is heading toward 
bankruptcy, it is French statesmanship that is 
tteering. There is none but herself to blame. 


One must think that Mr. Simonds is wrong. 


It is not possible that sane politicians are so 
bull-headed as this. 
Wars and international 


politics are the result of economic factors, of 
commercial and national self-interest. Nations 
are not like animals that sometimes will die 
•themselves in order to slay antagonists. France 
lias everything to lose, and practically nothing 
to gain by sticking to her present position. One 
cannot believe that were a feasible reparations 
plan offered by such an economic conference 
of experts as President Harding proposes, 
France would refuse to accept it. If she wants 
guarantees, surely the co-operation of all the 
powers is better insurance than the empty pri- 
vilege of occupying the Ruhr valley, in a coun- 
try industrially dead. 
Surely some such ar- 


rangement, even if payments which 
France 


needs are delayed for the life of a moratorium 
to Germany, is better than another war which, 
even should France win, would mean billions 
deeper in debt and thousands of lives lost. 


The situation is 
sufficiently 
desperate. 


France must be able to see that attempts to 
settle it by further trampling militarism and 
violence will only make it worse.

IX million and a half is asked by the admin- 


istration to start the job of bringing thir- 


teen existing war vessels into line with modern 
naval practice as developed by the lessons of 
the great war. 
That is a lot of money, but as 


the dispatch points out hitherto the

States has always followed the policy of scrap- 
ping its obsolete ships and building new ones, 
to keep the navy in line with the latest develop- 
ments in fighting craft. 
To bring thirteen new 


ships off the ways would require a good many 
times 56,500,000. It may be true, as charged, 
that in the naval limitation treaty about all 
that happened was that the powers agreed not 
to build any more ships of a sort that

As I see it, the fatal difficulty lies

are required to keep' this gang of cnt- 
iips minding their p's and q's. but 
from all accounts Miss Bsch is boss of 
the works and is so eminently suc- 
cessful in her task that educational 
authorities of the District of Colum- 
bia and surrounding cities, including 
Philadelphia, are sittin.g up and tak- 
ing notice of the success oi the ex- 
periment 


Born In La Crosse 
Miss Eech. was born in La Crosse 


and graduated from tha local high 
school and from the University of 
Wisconsin. 
In Madison she did so- 


cial work among the Italians In their 
quarter. That was her only taste of 
social work until she launched into 
this new field at Washington. 
For 


two years after graduating from the 
university she taught English in the 
hJgh school; then last summer she 
went abroad. 
When she returned to Washington, 


where the family is spending the win- 
ter, Miss Esch 
looked 
around for 


something worth while to do. 
She 


heard that the Washington board of 
education had decided 
to 
have a 


teacher for tlic children in the house 
of detention. This was the first time 
the plnn wns tried anywhere in this 
country. 
Miss Ksch applied for the 


job and got it. 


All First Offenders 
The children in her school room are 


in the house of detention for their 
first offense*, generally for rowdyism 
or theft. 
One youngster in the school 


stole an automobile. Some are fugi- 
tives from justice. 
Quite a 'few are 


in for assault and battery. 


Pity the teacher if the lads ever 


took it into their heads to show off 
their prowess as roughnecks. 
But 


Miss Esch is not afraid 
and 
the 


youngsters 
know it. 
Furthermore, 


they respect her authority, and while 
they do draw funny pictures of 'teach- 
er" as kids have from time immem- 
orial and always •will, there are no 
rowdy outbreaks in the bouse of de- 
tention school room. 
"The house of detention Is just 


what t.he name implies—a piece to de- 
tain children convicted of a first of- 
fense for a/ fe-w days until some pro- 
vision has been made for them— 
either the court sends them home or 
to an institution," 
explained Miss 


Bsch. 
"And that is one thing that 


makes it very hard. The longest time 
a child is in'the honse is three weeks 
anv many are here only three days: 
so "it is practicnlly impossible to get 
any noticeable results. Even If there 
are results I will oot get a chance to 
see them. 
"Most of the. children are from 


eight to sixteen "yeorg. old. ajrd it re 
quires a great deal of ingenuity to 
know how to deal with them. Every 
day my class is made up of different 
children. 
I have a little question- 


naire, and I ask all the children, to 
ansTver it before they get in class. I 
find out their age, at what grade they 
left school, what types of .books they 
like to read, what is their favorite 
sport and what subjects they like to 
study best. 
"Most of them say arithmetic nnd 


spelling, bnt of course I teach them 
English and history and geography, 
too. 
Then we have carpentry and clay 


modeling. basketry and paper-cutting.

County Prepared to "Carry on'' 


With Plans to Maintain and 


Build New Highways 


MANY MILES OF~ MACADAM 


CONSTRUCTED IN THE YEAR 


Bond Issue ttfc Aid in Raising1 


Money to Continue 1923 Plans 


KTINETEBN twenty-two was a ban- 
*' ner year in highway construction 
In La Crosse county and plans are 
already under way to continue the 
work started last year throughout 
the new year. 


During the 1922 season --of con- 
struction work the fDllowing 
was 


accomplished by La. Crosse county: 
14.4 
miles of 18-foot macadam sur- 


facing: one mile of 15-foot maca- 
dam; 
17.1 miles of 9-foot macadam: 


12 concrete bridges: five concrete 
culverts; "4 miles of heavy grading 
and widening: 57 miles 
of light 


grading and widening: 12,290 lineal 
feet of guard rails built along state 
trunk highways and county trunk 
lines. 


Where Work Has Been Done 


Included in these 
statistics 
of 
macadam construction were the wid- 
ening of the Hunter's road to 
a 


width of IS feet; the widening of 
the South Salem road, trunk line 21, 
and the completion of the Schmeck- 
pepper road on the same trunk line; 
the building of onp mile of 15 foot 
road on the 
Rockland-Big 
Creek 


highway; tho Long Coulee road in 
the town of Farmington: the Smith 
"Valley and Wick Hill roads in the 
town of Campbell, and the, laying of 
the foundation course on the Adams 
Valley road project; in the town of 
Burns. 


In bridges, the two more import- 


ant jobs built were 
the 
Holmen 


bridge in the town of Holland, con- 
sisting of three forty foot 
spans, 
twenty-four 
feet 
in 
width, with 
elevated sidewalk on each side of 
the bridgeway; and the 
Bremmer 


rjridge, a forty foot concrete struc- 
ture in the town of Campbell on 
trunk line 21. 


At the annual meeting 
of the 
county board in November it was 
voted to issue ?240,000 in highway 
bonds, the amount of which, with 
other funds, is to be used in main- 
tenance work principally, during the 
coming year, thus assuring the peo- 
ple of La Orosse county well main- 
tained roads and guarding against 
any deterioration of road work al- 
ready done. 


Hintgfn Reviews Year's Work 
"This year is a nanner year in the 


rrnmber of miles of 18-foot road built 
and the number of cubic yards of 
stone quarried 
and crushed," said 
John Hintgen, county highway com- 
missioner, in reviewing the work of 
the past year. "The county has built 
fourteen and four tenths miles 
of 


eighteen foot road, thirteen and four 
tenths of which have been 
made 


from the old nine foot road. Hol- 
men, 
MLndoro and South Salem roads 


are excellent examples of this type 
of road. 


"The connty Is 'operating 
fonr 
stone quarries, all of which have al- 
ready paid for themselves, and be- 
sides are placing on the roads, cheap- 
er material than would be possible 
from any other source. 
"How have good roads- developed 
our community? 
No hesitancy 
is 
necessary to answer this question. 
The proof of the economical value is 
so self evident that it needs no dis- 
cussion. 
"However, there !z another valne

The goal set by La Crosse county 


n highway construction and main- 
tenance is aptly set forth in the re- 
port of the members of the

road and bridge committee of the 
county board, which is composed of 
Adolph Nuttleman, R. W. Davis, V. 
S. Keppel, E. W. Guenther and John 


i. Ash. The report says, in part: 


La Crosse Ranks With Leaders 
"The rapid progress and the work 


accomplished during the past year in 
construction, improvement and maih- 
:enance on our county 
and 
town 


highway systems has enabled us to 
retain the position which we have 
aeld as one of the foremost, counties 
n the state in modern road improve- 
ment. 
"We feel that we are ncaring onr 
original goal. 
Adherence to policies 
and plans so well formulated many 
years ag& when our road improve- 
ment plans were initiated has kept 
us from the delays incident to inde- 
cision and unpreparedness which are 
frequently the most disturbing fac- 
tors in any improvement program. 
We speak of nearing our original 
goal, not because we are approach- 
ing the end of road building or roart

portion of the entire geography of 
the county. Perhav' It will be,neccs- 
sary to set a hew goal in keeping 
with the demands for progress made 
by the constantly growing traffic uc- 
ing our highways. 


Destine tn Costs 
"The past season has shown a de- 
cided decline fn the. cost of construc- 
tion and maintenance, despite 
the 


fact that the heavier traffic, never 
anticipated in the earlier days 
of 


paved highways, called for more in- 
tensive maintenance and the addi- 
tion of a number of patrol divisions. 
Costs, however, have long since been 
secondary to our people whom, we 
believe, fully realize that Improved 
roads are more Important than their 
cost, by comparison with the cost of 
bad roads or no roads. 


"We have progressed not only con- 
sistently with our paving program, 
bnt with other-' associated features of 
our highway improvement, particu- 
larly with the work of grading and 
widening roads on the county high- 
way system and have also been en- 
abled to aid the towns in grading and 
widening a large mileage of the more 
important town roads. 
"We are gradually nearing 
the 
goal in the construction of bridges 
in this county, although there re- 
main a number that we may be re- 
quired to re-bnild on account of their 
width, during the next few years. 
This is noticeable in our budget esti- 


mates for the ensuing yesr wnielj 
contains no item for a laf*?.am<""°t 
of bridge aid or county bridge con- 
struction. 
Wider roads and roads 
built to stand the heavier and more 
Intensive traffic, stronger a»a wider 
bridges and grade separations wher- 
ever possible are among o»r estab- 
lished standards and are met wher- 
ever conditions have

their' need and our appropriations 
have permitted as to proceed. 


Adjust Batrotawai's *«y 
"The scale of wages for patrolmen 


was readjusted and sligbtljj reduced 
from that of former years.] Patrol- 
men with teams are now paid at the 
rate of from 1125.00 for new men to 
$140.00 for trained men par month. 
Patrolmen on trucks are paid -from 
$80.00 for new men to JJO.OO per 
month for trained employees. Patrol 
helpers are paid 30c per hour actual 
time.' 
The scale of wage* for day 


labor, under the agreement with the 
chairmen of the several towns, was 
fixed at the rate of 30c per hour for 
men and 25c per hour for teams. 
"The state prospective highways 
in the county have all been marked 
by letters arid, direction and intersec- 
tion signs placed upon the more im- 
portafet highway 
c o n n e c t i o n s 
throughout the county, and • a map 
of all such markings has been pub- 
lished for the benefit and informa- 
tion of the public. This system of 
marking county roads has been re- 
ceived by the public with marked ap- 
proval and has proven that such sys- 
tems of marking highways are con- 
sidered 'a necessary part of present 
day highway improvement. 


"Trunk line highways were kept 
clear of snow as far as possible dur- 
ing the winter months and with the 


I co-operation of the towns, all main 
traveled roads in the county 
were 


kept open for travel during the past 
winter season. 


Some Safety Measure* 


"The order of the railroad com- 
mission, requiring grade separations 
on the Wolf and Dutch creek cross- 
ings on trunk line 21 tn the town of 
Bangor, has been complied with to 
the extent that the right of way has 
been purchased, the bridge and cul- 
verts required have been built and it 
Is expected to grade and open the 
road to travel before the end of the 
year. 
The pelfitioh filed for protec- 
tions on the North Salem road and 
Onalaska crossings over the C. B. £ 
Q. railroad was granted by the rail- 
road commission and crossing watch- 
men were ordered on the Onalaska 
and North Salem road crossings, and 
a safety signal established on the 
Souht Salem road. 
At the request 


of the C. B. & Q. railroad company, 
the matter of grade separations on 
the Onalaska and North Salem road 
crossings was considered. 
"A tentative plan was submitted 
by the railroad company to the com- 
mittee and the Wisconsin highway 
commission, providing for a viaduct 
and the laying ont of a. new highway 
extending from a point near the sig- 
nal tower along and east of the rail- 
road right of way to connect with 
trunk line 11 in the city of Onalaska.

opened and operated. The conmit- 
tee deems it advisable for the present 
to use stone from the Lewis qiarry 
in the widening and resurfaciig of 
trunk line 108 leading to Minloro, 
of which thore remains to be com- 
pleted about two and one half niles.

entered Into a contract with the Ar- 
gentine government to supply 50.000 
tons of Tnntton and 60.000 tons of 
beef annually, to be paid for in Ger- 
man goods.
